Katz not sold 
on ticket tax: 
Letter to mayor 

O City councillors received copy of letter last week 
O Arena negotiations to be discussed by council Wednesday 


do if a ticket tax isn’t used to 
fund $125 million of a new are¬ 
na downtown. 

“From my point of view, the 
ticket surcharge is a fundamen¬ 
tal component of the funding 
model,” said Court. Amarjeet 
Sohi. 

In a letter obtained by Corns 
Radio News, and later confirmed 
by Sohi, Oilers owner Daryl Katz 
wrote to Mayor Stephen Mandel 
that he has “not agreed” to a tick¬ 
et tax and that “there remain sig¬ 
nificant unresolved issues in the 
negotiations between my repre¬ 
sentatives and the city adminis¬ 
tration.” 

“I’ll be interested to see 


whether Mr. Katz has anything 
new to propose in terms of rev¬ 
enue source,” said Coun. Don Ive- 
son, adding if Katz thinks a larg¬ 
er CRL than what was outlined 
by the city is the answer, there 
“might be an impasse.” 

There is currently a seven 
per cent tax at Rexall Place. City 
CFO Lorna Rosen said last 
Thursday that would be bumped 
up two or three percentage 
points at the new arena. 

The ticket tax — along with 
$125 million from the CRL and 
Katz’s promised $100 million — 
would leave only $100 million of 
the $450-million project to be 
funded.

Never mind the substance, 
check out the style. 

The Liberal campaign 
platform launch yesterday 
wasn’t just an opportunity 
for the party to tout its 
“family pack” policy agen¬ 
da paid for by billions in 
business tax hikes. 

The online launch of the 
94-page document was de¬ 
signed as a study in 
contrasts between Liberal 
Leader Michael Ignatieff 
and Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper as Canadi¬ 
an voters consider their 
ballot choices for May 2. 

“This is what democracy 
looks like,” said Ignatieff, 
speaking without notes or 
TelePrompTer in a hotel 


ballroom ringed with seat¬ 
ed supporters like an 
amphitheatre. 

“This is the right way to 
do it, folks. This is the only 
way to do it in a democracy. 
You put ideas out, you 
defend them clearly, and 
then you stand and answer 
questions in front of the 
Canadian people.” 

The launch format 
included video addresses 
from Liberal candidates — 
all women— heralding 
four family-friendly 
platform elements: Pension 
reforms, post-secondaiy ed¬ 
ucation, home care and ear- 
ly-childhood education. 

“The other guys are a 
one-man band,” Ignatieff 
said of Harper. “Pve got a 
team.”

Are you as thoroughly confused about how 
the proposed downtown arena will be 
financed? It would appear to me that there is 
real money and imaginary money that is go¬ 
ing to pay for it. 

I am assuming here that Daryl Katz is talking 
about real dollars, though his $100-million con¬ 
tribution seems to come and go depending up¬ 
on which way the wind is blowing. The city, 
however, seems eager to pony up imaginary dol¬ 
lars. 1 say imaginaiy because, as 1 understand it, 
those dollars do not currently exist in any current rev¬ 
enue stream. 

Instead, $125 million is to come from a community 
revitalization levy (CRL). But, as one councillor noted, 
CRTs are not guaranteed revenue. 

Those dollars may or may not appear. At this point, 
there would appear to be no contingency plan if rev¬ 
enues from the CRL fall short of what the city 
commits to. 

The city has limited resources with which to 
replace lost revenue. 

One of the most common ways of doing so is to 
reach farther into the pockets of taxpayers. 1 don’t 
much like the idea of that. 

Given the other financial fiascos created by the city 
such as the Indy and the Capitol Theatre project for 
Fort Edmonton Park, it is the idea of cost overruns 
that has me trembling. 

So far 1 have heard nothing about what would hap¬ 
pen if some unforeseen event or circumstance causes 
the costs of the arena project to skyrocket. 

Who would be on the hook for the increase? Katz? 
The city? 

You and me? 

Somehow 1 suspect one way or another that you 
and 1 would end up footing the bill. 

But don’t get me wrong. In spite of the concerns 1 
have raised here, 1 am actually in favour of a 
downtown arena. 1 think it would bring some much- 
needed life to an area that is a virtual wasteland, and 
over time all businesses in the downtown will benefit 
from having it. 

1 also think it will help make downtown Edmonton 
a more interesting place to spend one’s time. 

However, if members of city council are still 
confused as to where the dollars the city will have to 
put up are going to come from and who will pay for 
any unforeseen costs, how on Earth are people like 
you and me supposed to decide whether it is a good 
thing to do?

It’s hard to remember now, 
but one of her central fan 
bases was six-year-old girls, 
who would go to her 
concerts and scream and 
shout.

The 
risk is that they never con¬ 
nect it and sexiness 
becomes a performance for 
them rather than 
something that involves in¬ 
timacy. Instead they see 
sexiness as something they 


do for the pleasure and en¬ 
tertainment for others. As 
if self-objectification was a 
rite of passage. 

You see that today: Young 
girls ”sext” naked photos of 
themselves to their 
boyfriends. 

With sexting, there’s also 
an issue of sexual 
entitlement. Girls are feel¬ 
ing like they have to 
perform the idea that 
they’re comfortable with 
their sexuality. And you 
have to wonder, what is it 
that they’re getting? They 
don’t have pleasure or con¬ 
trol. What is the reality of 
what that act gives them? 
It’s not an 3 fthing healthy. 


So what are parents 
supposed to do? 

First, it’s about limiting 
their access to media and 
such, when they’re really 
little. And also tiying to ex¬ 
pand their ideas of who 
they are and what they can 
be, that’s not linked 
constantly to pla 5 dng at 
pretty or sassy (which is 
sexy with training wheels).

The fourth annual Earth 
Hour was observed across 
Canada last Saturday 
evening. From 8:30 to 9:30 
p.m., lights dimmed in 
hundreds of communities, 
as Canadians lent their ef¬ 
forts to a global initiative 
to reduce power use. 

But in Canada at least, 
the savings were fairly 
negligible. Toronto saved 
only half the power of a 
year ago. Other big cities 
also showed reduced re¬ 
sults, and in Edmonton, 
electricity consumption 
actually went up. So, was 
it a success? Is Earth Hour 
an idea that’s worth pursu¬ 
ing? 

“Absolutely, it’s a useful 
exercise,” says Stacey Mc¬ 
Carthy, communications 
manager for WWF-Canada 
in Halifax. “We’re very 
happy that the number of 
participating cities, munic¬ 



ipalities and towns in 
Canada increased to 422 
this year. It was 304 a year 
ago.” 

McCarthy insists rising 
participation — as op¬ 
posed to kilowatt-hours 
saved — is the better meas¬ 
ure of Earth Hour’s effec¬ 
tiveness.
